THE ANDOVER 


Town Insurance Popular 


The town employees’ insurance program, approved by 
the voters at the last annual town meeting appears to 
have won wide approval from those eligible to participate, 

Of approximately 338 individuals who may take advant- 
age of the life insurance benefits, 300 have already signed 
up. The cost of this coverage on the town employees is 
$570 a month. Half of this is paid by the town and the 
other half contributed by the employees. 

Those working for the town are now receiving greater 
Blue Cross, Blue Shield and prolonged illness coverage 
then they did when it was a matter of each employee 
subscribing on an individual basis. Formerly, benefits 
varied, Under the terms of the present contract each em- 
ployee is covered up to $14 a day. The figure is the same 
for everyone, 

For this health, surgical and prolonged illness insur- 
ance, the town contributes the sum of $1565.47 a month 
while the employees turn in $1568.24 a month. The differ- 
ence is occasioned by the fact that when it comes to a 
matter of odd cents, the employees contribute the pennies. 

The program went into effect on July 1 and officials in 
the town treasurer’s office have been busy since that time 
making out the forms and preparing reports. 

Blue Cross, Blue Shield coverage for an individual is 
estimated to cost $3.53 while for a family the charge is 
$8.13. Enrollment in this phase of the program is better 
than 75 percent of all town employees which meets the 
requirements of the insurance firms involved. 

One of the reasons why some of the town employees 
have not enrolled in this category is because they are 
already covered by virtue of other members of the family 
having taken out the same type of insurance previously. 

However, town officials report that 271 have enrolled in 
the Blue Cross-Blue Shield category which represents a 
high percentage. 

Blanket insurance coverage these days is provided by 
most communities as well as individual corporations. 
Those covered have ease of mind in knowing they are 
protected and as a result are better workers. 


Let’s Have A Change 


Some well deserved criticism was leveled at radio pro- 
gramming last week by a couple of pretty prominent men, 
one of them a Roman Catholic priest and the other an 
official of the Boston Y.M.C.A. 
They were speakers at a Protestant conference held in 
Framingham. 
Alden Eberle, assistant general secretary of the Boston 
Y.M.C.A., said that radio programs were ‘‘monotonous, 
) routine, repetitious, mediocre’. He told the Congrega- 

tional Conference that listeners should write to the Federal 
) Communications Commission and complain about the con- 
tinuously poor programs offered by certain broadcasters. 
He pointed out that the air waves belong to the public 
and those stations not operating in the public interest 
should not have their licenses renewed, 

Rey. John J. Grant, associate editor of The Pilot said 
that radio and TV audiences are not getting proper pro- 
gramming. He remarked that those in ‘‘thinking positions’’ 
in communications may have to be replaced. 

Both of these men are so right. During the summer 
months when many are on vacation they listen a great deal 
more to their radios either in the car or at their summer 
residences, 

All day long its the same dose. Disc jockeys playing 
over and over again numbers that could appeal only to the 
juvenile mind. In addition, the listener must put up with 
the personal corn with which most of these fellows appear 
to be filled, 

The time has come for the public to demand some action. 
Radio and TV entertainment could be a whole !ot better.
